We have been privately advised that the definition of 
“enflueurage grease” recommended by the Committee on 
Legislation of the Manufacturing Perfumers’ Association, 
and quoted in our May issue, will be adopted. This will be 
better than nothing, and will go far toward removing some 
cf the inconsistencies that now prevail regarding solid and 
liquid concretes. As long ago as last September we urged 
a revision in this direction and are accordingly glad that 
something will be done.

Another change in this same paragraph is to take the 60 
cent limit off denatured olive oil intended for the manufac- 
ture of soap, or other industrial or mechanical usc. 

Nut oil, soya bean oil, palm kernel oil, and oleo stearine 
have been made free. 

More will be heard from this paragraph before the 
Senate is through with it, as it contains provisions regard- 
ing crude and refined petroleum. 

Meanwhile, let us be patient. 


As we go to press we learn that on June 22 the Senate 
‘amended paragraph 65 of the tariff bill, relating to per-

DENATURED ALCOHOL IN TOILET PREPA- 
RATIONS. 


Many of our readers may be unfamiliar with the fact 
that it is illegal to use denatured alcohol in toilet prepara- 
tions, not only on account of State laws prohibiting the use 
of methy! alcohol, but principally on account of regulations 
adopted by the Internal Revenue Department. The only 
form of denatured alcohol that may be freely purchased 
in open market is that which contains 10 per cent. of 
partially purified wood alcohol and 1 per cent. of kerosene 
While the addition of the kerosene may render it useless 
for most toilet preparations, there are certain hair tonics, 
etc., in which it would not be objectionable. The Acting 
Commissioner of the Internal Revenue Department had 
this to say in a recent communication: 


Your letter of the roth inst. has been received, ask- 
ing, in substance, whether or not completely de- 
natured alcohol can be used for bathing purposes. 

In reply you are informed that Section 1 of the act 
of June 7, 1906, authorizes the withdrawal of alcohol 
free of tax “for use in the arts and industries and for 
fuel, light and power,” and then only after having 
been mixed with materials “suitable to the use for 
which the alcohol is withdrawn, but which (ma- 
terials) destroy its character as a beverage and ren- 
der it unfit for liquid medicinal purposes.” 

Section 2 further provides penalties for “any per- 
son who uses alcohol withdrawn from bond under 
the provisions of Section 1 of this act, for manufac- 
turing any beverage or liquid medicinal preparation, 
or knowingly sells any beverage or liquid medicinal 
preparation made in whole or in part froth such 
alcohol.” 

The use of alcohol for bathing purposes does not 
appear to be such a use as is enumerated in Section 
1, but is rather a use for which penalties are pre- 
scribed under Section 2, since the only object of 
bathing the body with alcohol must be to obtain its 
medicinal effect upon the skin. Completely de- 
natured alcohol, which is the only form allowed free 
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sale, has had added to it 10% of partially purified 
wood alcohol and half of 1% of kerosene. Thege 
additions are intended to render the alcohol im. 
potable, yet persons of depraved taste may drink it 
They also render it unfit for medicinal purposes, in. 
cluding application to the skin, yet misguided jp. 
dividuals might use it in this way. 

No penalties are prescribed in the act against such 
individuals, and manifestly the government could not 
follow a person into his home to see whether he used 
completely denatured alcohol either for drinking or 
for medicinal purposes. Yet these uses are both 
obviously contrary to the purpose and intent of the 
law, and the aim is to prevent them, so far as it js 
possible to do so, by the penalties imposed in Section 
2 upon manufacturers or dealers who knowingly 
furnish denatured alcohol for beverage or medicinal 
use. : 

I am of the opinion, therefore, that completely de- 
natured alcohol can not lawfully be sold for bathing 
purposes or for any medicinal use whatsoever. 





THE HUDSON-FULTON CELEBRATION. 

All that can arrange to visit New York during the latter 
part of September should do so. An 8-day celebration of 
the tercentenary of the discovery of the Hudson River by 
Henry Hudson has been arranged, and this celebration will 
serve to commemorate also the invention of the steamboat 
by Robert Fulton in 1807. 

We have received from the Hudson-Fulton Celebration 
Commission two booklets giving the plan of the celebra- 
tion. The Commission consists of 365 members appointed 
by the Governor of the State of New York and the Mayor 
of the City of New York. Its membership includes the 
mayors of all the 46 cities of the State and the presidents 
of 38 incorporated villages along the Hudson River. The 
plans for the celebration are as follows: 

Sept. 25 and 26.—Religious Service Days. 

Sept. 27.—Reception Day. 

Sept. 28.—Historical Day. 

Sept. 29.—General Commemoration Day. 

Sept. 30.—Military Parade Day. 

Oct. 1—Hudson River Day. 

Oct. 2.—Carnival Day. 

And from Oct. 3 to Oct. 9, Upper Hudson Week. 

The people of Holland, under royal auspices, are build- 
ing a reproduction of the “Half Moon,” to be presented t 
the Commission, manned with a crew in the costumes of 
the period of Henry Hudson. The reception of this dix 
tinguished delegation, together, as it is hoped, with ships 
and official representatives of foreign nations, will mark 
the international phase of the celebration.

Woodford, and the vice-presidents include such prominent 
men as Herman Ridder, Andrew Carnegie, Joseph H.

THE IONONE DECISION.

Dyer, Judge: ‘a, 

Since the adjournment of court on yesterday I have 
considered more fully the demurrer interposed by the 
defendant’s counsel to the case as stated in the two 
counts of the information and the evidence offered by 
the Government in support thereof. 

This is the first case arising under the Act of June 
30, 1906, entitled “An Act for preventing the manu- 
facture, sale or transportation of adulterated or misbranded 
or poisonous or deleterious foods, drugs, medicines and 
liquors, and for regulating traffic therein, and for other pur- 
poses,” that has been presented to this court for determina- 
tion. 

For a violation of this statute penalties are imposed 
and it is made the duty of the United States Attorney, 
when the Secretary of Agriculture shall report to him 
any violation of the act, to cause appropriate proceed- 
ings to be commenced and prosecuted without delay 
for the enforcement of the penalties, etc. 

The Secretary reported this defendant to the Dis- 
trict Attorney, and as a result the information now 
under consideration was filed in this court. 

The proceeding is for a violation of the statute that 
imposes penalties, and by its terms declares each vio- 
lation a misdemeanor. The information, therefore, 
should be as certain and definite as if the offense were 
charged in an indictment. 

Judging by the well-recognized requirement of plead- 
ing in such cases, do the counts or either of them 
state clearly and with sufficient certainty any offense 
against the statute under which the proceeding was 
commenced and is now prosecuted? 

The importance of and the great good to the pub- 
lic that will follow the enforcement of this act can 
hardly be measured, and the delay taken by the srdee 
of adjournment yesterday was for the purpose of en- 
abling the court to determine (with proper regard to 
the contention of the District Attorney on the one 
side and of defendant’s attorneys on the other) its 
decision. 

The first count in the information charges in sub- 
stance “that by circular No. 19 of the United States 
Department of Agriculture, dated June 26, 1906, the 
Secretary established certain standards of purity for 
food products as authorized by an Act of Congress 
of March 3, 1903. That said order No. 19 provided 
that “Vanilla extract is a flavoring extract prepared 
from vanilla beans, etc.” The count then states “that 
in trade and commerce and the science of food chem- 
istry the words “vanilla extract” signify an extract 
prepared from the “vanilla bean, etc., etc.,” and in trade 
and commerce the words “vanilla extract” are synony- 
mous with the words “vanilla flavor” when placed on 
bottles containing a liquid to be used for flavoring pur- 
poses. 

The information (after making the foregoing re- 
citals) charges that the defendant on the 26th of Oc- 
tober, 1907, unlawfully and knowingly shipped by the 
Missouri-Pacific Railroad from St. Louis, Mo., to Kan- 
sas City, for sale in interstate commerce, a certain 
bottle labeled “Nectar Choice Flavor of Vanilla, ‘sugar 
colored for flavoring. ice cream, etc.” That the con-

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MODERN SKIN CREAMS 











(Concluded from May issue.) 
III—CASEIN TYPE. 

Casein, the chief albuminoid consistent of milk, is often 
employed as the base of greaseless skin-creams. It is 
precipitated from milk by acids or acid salts, and, when 
freshly precipitated, light, finely divided 
mass which easily rubs into the skin. Casein is soluble 
in solutions of and the alkaline 
carbonates, in lime-water, sodium-phosphate solution and 
borax This fact renders it 
alkalies in compounding casein-creams.

dition of casein depends on the temperature of precipita- 
tion and whether the precipitation takes place in dilute or 
concentrated solutions. Some commercial 


casein, or dried milk, are distinctly granular, and hence 


varieties of 


unsuited for using as a skin-cream base. The object of the 
manufacturer should be to obtain the light, smooth variety 
referred to above. The usual precipitants are either acetic 
acid, hydrochloric acid, alum, tartaric acid or rennet. 
The last named is the least suitable, as it alters the casein 
more than when the chemical methods are employed. Milk 
freed from fat, either by skimming off the cream or using 
the separated milk from centrifugual cream separators, is 
the best to use, as retained fat becomes rancid after a time. 
If the separated milk is saturated with a neutral salt, 
such as sodium chloride or magnesium sulphate, a more 
finely divided casein is obtained. An acid form of casein 
is produced when very weak hydrochloric acid is mixed 
with casein, and, as this is soluble, the necessity of dis- 
tinctly acidifying the milk is apparent. If the milk is di- 
luted with from one to ten times its bulk of water, casein 
in the desired form is obtained. The simplest process con- 
sists in mixing separated milk with about ten volumes of 
water, warming to a temperature not exceeding 40° C., 
and then adding acetic acid to make the liquid distinctly 
acid. The curd is separated on a cloth and well washed 
with water, a little acetic acid being added to the water 
first employed. To remove fat the casein is afterwards 
dissolved by means of an alkali, filtered, and re-precipi- 
tated; but if separated milk be used, this will not be found 
necessary where the casein precipitate is intended for a 
skin-cream. It may be useful to note that a little ammonia 
added to milk assists the cream or fat to rise, and this 
skimmed off gives a practically fat-free liquid, to which 
acid is afterwards added to precipitate the casein. Ex- 
periments have been made as to the best form of casein 
coagulum for skin-cream, but, as pointed out, this depends 
upon several factors. The following is a method which has 
been recommended: Heat the milk to about 120° F. For 
each 500 c. c. of milk, add 50 grams of magnesium sulphate 
dissolved in warm water (a saturated solution), and set 
the combined solution aside for an hour or less. Again 
heat to 130° or a little higher, and add 5 grams of alum 
dissolved in hot water, and, if necessary, continue the heat 
a little longer until the casein is entirely separated. It is 
not well to let the temperature rise above 145° F.; but this 
is the only case in which a temperature of this high degree 
will still yield a soft curd. Wash the precipitate in several 


waters, and press. These creams have a tendency 
shrink in the jars unless they are airtight. To prevent this 
drying a little cacao-butter is a good addition: almond aif 
or liquid paraffin, which is sometimes used, makeg the 
paste The coloring may be either carmine 
or carthamin. Preservatives are required 


in casein creams, boric acid being the most suitable. Some

Col 
lect on strainer and squeeze out all the water possible, then 
transfer to a mortar or other suitable vessel and incorporate 
the boric acid. Transfer to a cheese-cloth bag, suspend 
this from a shelf or other suitable place, and allow to hang 
for thirty-six or forty-eight hours, squeezing the bag octa- 
sionally. The casein is then transferred to a mortar, rubbed 
as fine as possible, 1 oz. of dilute alcohol (enough t 
moisten) added, and then the oil of sweet almond and pet- 
fume. Tint the product with the solution of carmine, Add 
sufficient water to form a soft paste, and beat all together 
until uniformly mixed.

IV.—SODIUM-STEARATE TYPE. 


The basis of this type is sodium stearate, prepared by the 
interaction of stearic acid and sodium carbonate. Sodium 
stearate is the main constituent of ordinary soap, but the 
advantage of making the sodium stearate extemporaneously 
is that a more finely divided mass is obtained by the action 
of the carbon dioxide. The reaction is as follaws: 


Na,CO;.H,0 + 2HCissHsO0, 
= 2NaC,sH;s0, + CO, + 2H,0. 

Stearic acid, or cetyl acetic acid, occurs as a glyceride in 
most hard fats, where it is associated with similar esters 
of palmitic and oleic acids. The glyceride of stearic acid 
is known as stearin, but in commerce the term “stearin” 
is applied to stearic acid, which is used on a large scale in 
the manufacture of candles. Stearin obtained from tallow 
by removal of the fluid olein by pressure was the form 
first employed in candle-making, but the more easily pre- 
pared stearic acid was afterwards introduced and answered 
the purpose better than stearin. Commercial stearic acid 
is made by saponifying suet, tallow, or shea butter with 
lime and then treating with a sulphuric acid to liberate the 
fatty acids. The oleic acid is then removed by pressure. 
There are many modifications of this method. In one well- 
known process the stearic acid is recovered by distillation. 
Stearic acid comprises 46 per cent. of the fatty acids of 
tallow. The “chemically-pure” acid is crystallized from al- 
cohol and occurs in lustrous tables. Pure stearic acid is 
official in the United States Pharmacopceia, where it is em- 
ployed in the manufacture of glycerin suppositories. It is, 
in fact, this process which has been adapted as the basis of 
the sodium-stearate skin-creams. Although stearic acid is 
wsed in these creams, stearin, if obtainable, can be em- 
ployed. Glycerin is always added in the process of making 
the creams, so that the small additional amount of liberated 
tlycerin is scarcely a disadvantage. 

Sodium carbonate mono-hydrate is the proper form of 
dium carbonate to employ. It is known as crystal soda, 
and is largely used as the basis of bath-salts and water- 
softeners. The sodium carbonate which is sold for pho- 
tographic purposes contains ten molecules of water, and 
4% the firmness of the skin-cream depends upon the amount

of water present, this form should not be employed. If 
crystal soda is not readily obtainable exsiccated sodium 
carbonate of the British Pharmacopceia, which is nearly 
free from water, may be substituted. Potassium stearate 
is preferred by some manufacturers, but it is more 
deliquescent and less stable than the sodium salt. It is 
prepared by the use of potassium carbonate. 

A disadvantage of this type of skin-cream is the readi- 
ness with which the mass “falls,” or shrinks, on keeping. 
To overcome this, tragacanth, agar-agar, or a similar muci- 
laginous body is used in one method, the other way being 
to add a small amount of grease, such as oil of theobroma, 
liquid paraffin, almond oil, or wool-fat, the idea in both 
cases being to coat the sodium stearate particles and keep 
them from contact with the air. A trace of castor oil is 
sometimes added to this product, but in this case the inten- 
tion is to obtain a pearly appearance. Hydrogen peroxide 
as an ingredient is used for its bleaching effect on the 
skin. In its place other peroxides and perborates could be 
employed.

Place the stearic acid, sodium carbonate, borax, glycerin, 
and water in a water-bath and heat until effervescence 
ceases.

Then add the per- 
fumes dissolved in the alcohol, and beat up with an egg- 
whisk. If the mass is not smooth enough it should be 
beaten up again on the following day.

NEW VANILLA EXTRACT PROCESS. 


Mr. Elton M. Howell of the Atlantic Importing Co., 
New York, has patented a “process of extracting es- 
sences and tinctures from vanilla beans.” Below is 
given a complete description of the patent, and an illus- 
tration of the apparatus described. 

921,251—Process of Extracting Essences and 
Tinctures - from Vanilla Beans.—Patented May 11, 
1909. Application filed July 11, 1906. Serial No. 
325,733. 

To all whom it may concern: 

Be it known that I, Elton M. Howell, a citizen of the 
United States, residing at No. 2528 Broadway, in the 
borough of Manhattan, city, county and State of New 
York, have invented a certain new and useful process 
of extracting essences and tinctures from vanilla beans 
in order to obtain the largest possible strength and 
yield of such essences from a given quantity of such 
raw materials. 

At present the usual agent employed in extracting 
such tinctures and essences is alcohol. This alcohol, 
as used at the present time, is ordinarily either used 
pure or mixed: with water. At the present time such 
alcohol or diluted alcohol is used ’at the ordinary at- 
mospheric temperature. Were the alcohol used in a 
heated form a larger percentage of the essences and 
tinctures would be. extracted from the raw material, 
but heretofore it has been found. impracticable to use 
alcohol of a high temperature, except in a still, because 
of its volatile character when highly ‘heated; in other 
words, when highly heated it vaporizes and entails a 
waste of the spirit, and poor results follow. And when 


distilled the resultant essence of tincture is of a cloudy 
and unsatisfactory quality from a commercial stand 
point.

Around the low- 
er end of this 
kettle, for a dis- 
tance of about 
one-sixth of its 
height, is an or- 
dinary steam 
jacket C. The 
bottom proper of the kettle, above the steam jacket, 
has an aperture in its center leading a pipe K down 
through the center of the steam jacket, and at the 
lower end of this pipe is a valve F. Steam is intro- 
duced into this steam jacket through the valve D and 
is permitted to escape through a valved pipe E. A 
test cock G is also provided at the side of the vessel 
for withdrawing portions of the solvent for determin- 
ing its temperature and degree of saturation. Any or 
dinary kettle with similar steam heating and valve ap- 
paratus may be used, but I have found a kettle of the 
above proportions to give the best results. In the ket- 
tle proper I place the raw materials from which I 
wish to extract the essence or tincture in a ground-up 
form, together with a mixture of alcohol and water 
consisting of approximately 40 per cent. alcohol and 
60 per cent. water. Steam is then turned on in the 
steam jacket. The alcohol above the mass of materials 
gradually infiltrates slowly through the mass of raw 
material and the said mass of material, with the al- 
coholic mixture, which is slowly mixing with and over 
it, becomes gradually heated. Care is taken to pre 
vent the alcohol reaching the vaporization stage and 
the mass and the superimposed alcoholic mixture heats 
slowly toward the top. When the top approaches 3 
temperature of approximately 100 degrees I turn of 
the heat and permit the whole mass to cool to the 
atmospheric temperature. By this time a large por 
tion of the alcoholic mixture has become mixed with 
the ground-up raw material: in the bottom of the ket 
tle, and I draw off by opening the valve -at the base 
and permitting it to percolate into a vessel. I then 


process. 
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pour off the liquid so drawn into the kettle, turn on 
the steam as before and repeat the operation exactly 
as before, turning off the steam as soon as the upper 
part of the alcoholic mixture has again attained a tem- 
perature of approximately 100 degrees. This operation 
js repeated from six to ten times, until practically 
all of the essence is extracted. 

The quantities for the alcoholic mixture may vary. 
Pure alcohol may be used with good results, but it is 
more economical to use the mixture with the minimum 
quantity of alcohol, and I find my process will give 
good results with a dilution containing 40 per cent. of 
alcohol. 

The temperature mentioned (100 degrees Fahren- 
heit) may vary, so long as vaporization does not set 
in, but I have found the best results where approxi- 
mately that temperature at the top is the limit. 

What I claim for my invention over present proc- 
esses is that by its use a larger percentage of soluble 
constituents of the vanilla beans can be extracted than 
by present methods; a quality of raw material, which 
cannot be worked at a profit under present methods, 
can be used and a first-class product obtained because 
amuch larger percentage of the essences is extracted 
by my method, and also by my invention the extrac- 
tion of the essences and tinctures from any given quan- 
tity of raw material can be all done in a much shorter 
time, at a great saving of labor; furthermore, there is 
a large saving in alcohol alone over all other methods. 
Furthermore, the use of a column of alcoholic dilu- 
tion of the approximate height as indicated prolongs 
the time taken to raise the temperature at the top to 
a point where it vaporizes, thus prolonging the time 
during which the raw material is subjected to the ex- 
tracting power of the heated alcohol or dilution. 

I claim: 

The method of extracting the soluble constituents 
of vanilla beans, in which method a mass of raw 
ground vanilla beans in a suitable closed vessel is sub- 
jected to the solvent action of dilute alcohol, consist- 
ing in maintaining a column of said solvent in contact 
with and above said beans, the diameter of said col- 
umn bearing to its length the approximate ratio of 
two to seven, heating the lower portion of said col- 
umn till the temperature of the top of the column of 
solvent approximates 100° F., then cooling the column 
of solvent and beans to that of the surrounding at- 
mosphere, percolating the liquid portion through the 
§round mass and returning the percolate to the said 
Mass to complete the extraction substantially as de- 
scribed.

PRELIMINARY METHODS FOR DETERMINING 
THE PURITY OF ESSENTIAL OILS. 


By Dr G. R. Pancoast anp W. A. PEARSON. 


Presented March 1, 1909, before the Philadelphia Branch 
of American Pharmaceutical Association. 


The large majority of manufacturers have neither the 
time nor the apparatus necessary to determine whether 
the essential oils that they use fulfill the requirements of 
the United States Pharmacopeeia. They rely largely upon 
the integrity of the firm from which they obtain their 
supply. 

This policy we think should be supplemented by various 
preliminary methods for determining the purity of es- 
sential oils, as in many instances it is possible to detect in- 
ferior products in this way. 

In our opinion, there is much deception practiced in these 
products, as may be evidenced, for example, when true oil 
of gaultheria is offered for sale at a price below the cost 
of production, and the amount of so-called true oil of 
gaultheria that is sold is ten times that possible to produce 
from the amount of herb that is actually harvested. 

Several leading houses, realizing the impossibility of 
supplying their customers with an authentic product, re- 
peatedly refuse to fill orders for oil of gaultheria. 

The attitude of the producers does not seem to warrant 
implicit confidence in their products. Even the statement, 
in a former paper, that one chemist had reported the 
presence of camphor oil in oil of sassafras, was the text 
of an unwarranted, acrid and depreciating criticism. 


ODOR OF SAMPLE. 


As the odor of an oil is perhaps its most valuable prop- 
erty, it is important to compare each lot with a sample of 
known purity. The valuation of essential oils by the odor 
is exceedingly difficult, and demands much experience; 
however, a little practice will enable the average druggist 
to detect an inferior product. Equal amounts of a satis- 
factory oil and the oil under consideration are put on sepa- 
rate pieces of clean filter paper, and the odors compared at 
the expiration of one-hour, three hours, and finally twenty- 
four hours, when, in most instances, the odor will be en- 
tirely dissipated, leaving traces of heavier bodies and a 
greasy stain, if fixed oils be present. 

It must be remembered that different lots of the same 
oil may vary in odor within certain limits, on account of 
different methods of collection, distillation, climatic and 
soil conditions, etc. Many oils when freshly distilled have 
a harsh odor, which is usually greatly improved by age. 

A comparative odor test with the substance from which 
it should have been distilled is of value in some cases, as 
comparing the odor of a crushed leaf such as tansy, 
spearmint or peppermint with the sample of corresponding 
oil. 

COLOR AND PHYSICAL APPEARANCE. 


In many instances the color of a volatile oil will de- 
termine its age, whether it has been kept properly, darkened 
by the contamination with rusty containers, cloudy or 
muddy appearance by admixture of water or dirt, or by 
being in unclean containers.

scientific manipulation may adjust such constants as The strength of the alcohol may be determined perhaps 
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with sufficient accuracy by means of a good alcoholometer, 
but we prefer to make 70%, 80% or 90% alcohol by 
diluting a sample of official alcohol known to be of proper 
strength, as directed on page 518 of U. S. Pharmacopeeia. 
This dilution is prepared shortly before the test is to be 
made. 

It must be remembered that the solubility of volatile oils 
is changed by age, and also by conditions of storage, such 
as temperature and intensity of light. For example, a lot 
of coriander oil was distilled from selected coriander 
fruit on March 22, 1907, when it was soluble in all pro- 
portions of 95%, 90%, 80% or 70% alcohol, and was of 
4 light color. A sample has since been kept at room 
temperature protected from the light. On August 5, 1908, 
it was soluble in all proportions of 95%, 90%, 80%, but 
in not less than two volumes of 70% alcohol. On Feb. 
12, 1909, it was soluble in all proportions of 95% and 
90% alcohol, in 0.7 volumes of 80% and 2.2 volumes of 
70% alcohol, and the color was noticeably darker than 
when first distilled. 

The Pharmacopceia does not set a standard for solu 
bility in seven of these oils. 

1. Copaiba—At first they required this oil to be soluble 
in two volumes of alcohol. 

3. Juniper—In 10 volumes of 90% alcohol. 

6, Sassafras—All proportions of 90% alcohol. 

7. Wormseed—5 volumes of 70% alcohol. 

These requirements were later stricken out. 

In the 1890 Pharmacopreia: 


5. Orange—Was required to be soluble in 4 times its 
volume of alcohol. 

4. Lemon—3 volumes of alcohol. 

2, Cubeb—Equal volume alcohol. 

These are not required in 1900 Pharmacopceia. 

The authors have examined these oils as found in com- 
merce as to solubility: 

Copaiba—None met with in the last 7 years that was 
soluble in 2 volumes of alcohol; the nearest was soluble in 
4 volumes and that was low in specific gravity. 

Cubeb—Most of this is soluble when fresh, but loses 
solubility, 

Juniper—None soluble in 10 parts of 95%. 

Lemon—Soluble equal volume alcohol. 

Orange—Soluble 4 volumes alcohol. 

Sassafras—Soluble all parts. 

Wormseed—Soluble 5 or more 70% alcohol. 

If this article is of any help to the busy druggist in de- 
lemining the purity of the oils he handles, then the object 
of the writer has been attained.

[Decision adverse to the Government. ] 

The decision below, which is reported as Abstract 18229 
(T. D. 28805), affirmed the assessment of duty by the 
collector of customs at the port of New York on material 
imported by E. C. Rich. The Board’s opinion reads as 
follows: 

Waite, General Appraiser: The merchandise in ques- 
tion was invoiced as raspberry, strawberry, and pineapple 
“pure fruit juice free from alcohol,” and was assessed for 
duty under section 6, tariff act of 1897, at 20 per cent. ad 
valorem as an unenumerated manufactured article. The 
importer claims that it is dutiable, either directly or by 
similitude, as fruit juice at 60 cents per gallon, under 
paragraph 299. Alternative claims are also made under 
the provision in paragraph 262 for fruits prepared in any 
manner, and under paragraph 20 relating to drugs. 

We deem it necessary to discuss only the claim based 
on paragraph 299, that being the claim upon which the 
importer relies. ; 

This importation is not, in our opinion, fruit juice as it 
was known at the time of the passage of the act, July 24, 
1897. The evidence shows that the fruit juice which must 
have been in the contemplation of the lawmakers at the time 
was the juice as it was expressed from the fruit, with 
perhaps some additional alcohol as a preservative, being 
a thin watery liquid, not condensed or otherwise increased 
in strength or value. The article here involved, the evi- 
dence shows, is produced by subjecting fruit juice to a 
process of evaporation and pasteurization which extracts 
the water and results in a preparation of greatly increased 
strength, the evidence showing that 1 gallon of the im- 
ported product is as strong as 20 gallons of the juice from 
which it is derived. It also appears from the testimony 
that the value of a gallon of the ordinary raspberry or 
strawberry juice is worth from $1 to $5, while 1 gallon of 
the concentrated juice is worth $30, the value thus being 
increased 600 per cent. to 3,000 per cent. The consistency 
is also very materially changed from that of a thin juice 
or liquid to a heavy, thick syrup. Hence we conclude this 
is an entirely different commodity from the fruit juice of 
commerce dealt in at the time of the passage of the act. 

We do not deem it necessary to go into a discussion as 
to whether the similitude clause should be applied, but con- 
tent ourselves with citation of the authorities which 
clearly hold that it is not applicable in a case of this kind. 
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Smith v. Rheinstrom (65 Fed. Rep., 984); United States 
v. Proctor (145 Fed. Rep., 126; T. D. 27115) ; Schoeneman 
v. United States (119 Fed. Rep., 584). 

The protests are overruled and the assesment of the col- 
lector will stand.

Piatt, District Judge: The merchandise in question, 
described on the invoices as raspberry, strawberry, and pine- 
apple “pure fruit juice free from alcohol,” was assessed for 
duty by the collector of customs under section 6, tariff act 
of 1897, at 20 per cent. ad valorem, as an unenumerated 
manufactured article. The importer claims that it is duti- 
able, either directly or by similitude, as fruit juice at 60 
cents per gallon, under paragraph 299 of said act. Alter- 
native claims were also set forth in the protests, but were 
not pressed upon the argument. 

The General Appraiser, in his decision, says: 

The article here involved, the evidence shows, is pro- 
duced by subjecting fruit juice to a process of evaporation 
and pasteurization which extracts the water and results 
in a preparation of greatly increased strength, the evi- 
dence showing that 1 gallon of the imported product is as 
strong as 20 gallons of the juice from which it is derived. 
It also appears from the testimony that the value of a gal- 
lon.of the ordinary raspberry or strawberry juice is worth 
from $1 to $5, while 1 gallon of the concentrated juice is 
worth $30. 

I do not hold that the merchandise in question is duti- 
able directly under paragraph 299. It is sufficient to inquire 
whether the court is not bound to place it under that pro- 
vision by virtue of the similitude clause. 

In Hahn v. United States (100 Fed. Rep., 635) it was 
held that— 

A non-enumerated article is to be classified for duty 
under the similitude clause of a tariff act, where the re- 
quired similitude exists, rather than under the general 
residuary clause. 

While the evidence in this case may not show sufficiently 
the elements of similitude in material or quality, it does 
in fact unmistakably show similitude in use. In fact, it 
appears that the use of this product is identical with that 
which the Government concedes to be the fruit juice of 
paragraph 299. 

It is not necessary that the resemblance in all statutory 
particulars, material, quality, texture, and use shall be 
established. It is sufficient merely that the similitude 
shall be a substantial one, “importing not merely adapta- 
bility to sale as a substitute, but referring rather to the 
employment of the article or its effect in producing results.” 
Weilbacher v. Merritt (37 Fed. Rep., 85); Sykes v. Ma- 
gone (38 Fed. Rep., 494). In my opinion, such a substantial 
resemblance exists in this case. 

Counsel for the Government insists that if the similitude 
provision is applied, then paragraph 21, providing for 
“fruit ethers, oils, or essences, two dollars per pound,” 
should be considered in that connection. The case was 
apparently tried before the Board without any reference 
to this provision. The evidence does not disclose what 
“fruit ethers, oils, or essences” are. There is nothing in 


the record to justify the court in applying this provision 
to the merchandise in question. 

Counsel for the Government also calls attention to the 
inconsistency of permitting a highly concentrated and 
valuable article like that in the present case entry at only 
60 cents per gallon, while fruit juice of only one-thirtieth tp 
one-sixth in value of the former must also pay the sai 
rate of duty. This inequality of treatment under the 
tariff is unfortunate, and the court would, if in its power, 
seek to remedy it. That is a question, however, for th 
legislature and not for the court. 

The decision of the Board of General Appraisers js 
reversed. 





THE DETERMINATION OF CITRAL. 
The latest publication on this very important subject is 
a paper in the current issue of the Analyst by A. H 
Bennett. Before detailing the points in this paper it may 
be well to quote a remark made during the discussion on 
the paper. Mr. Bennett is one of the analysts who has 
hitherto regularly recorded 7 per cent. or thereabouts of 
citral in lemon oil, which has consistently been protested 
against by Parry, Bennett, Chapman, Burgess, and others. 
In the discussion Mr. Chapman said: “The subject of this 
paper was of great practical importance, and it was a 
matter for congratulation that the Sicilian analysts were 
now coming into line with the general practice of analysts 
in other parts of Europe.” Bennett now proposes 3 
process which is merely a slight modification of that 
recommended by Walther (Pharm. Central, 1899, @ 
621). The lemon oil is heated under a reflux condenser 
with excess of a 5 per cent. solution of hydroxylamine 
hydrochloride in alcohol, with the addition of sodium 
bicarbonate, which neutralizes the hydrochloric acid liberat- 
ed by the reaction. It has been objected that hydroxyl 
mine is carried off by the carbonic acid evolved, thus giving 
results which are too high. Bennett proposes, therefore 
to use alcoholic potash or soda instead of the bicarbonate 
Twenty cc. of lemon oil are mixed with 20 cc. of a hall 
normal solution of hydroxylamine hydrochloride in 8 ptt 
cent. alcohol, and to the mixture is added about 8 cc. 0 
normal alcoholic potash and 20 cc. of strong alcohol. The 
mixture is boiled gently under a reflux condenser for hal! 
an hour and allowed to cool. The condenser is washe§ 
down into the flask and the whole diluted to 250 cc. wit 
water, and neutralized with alcohol potash with pheno 
phthalin as indicator. The liquid is then titrated with hal:

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AN IMPORTANT FLAVOR DECISION. 

(Continued from page 61.) 
tents of the bottle were adulterated in violation of the 
Act of June, 1906, in that said bottle contained a liquid 
which did not contain any extract of vanilla as defined 
by the Circular No. 19, and by the usages of trade and 
commerce, and was in fact an imitation and substitute 
therefor, etc. 

By the word “adulteration” as used in the act it is 
understood to mean “to corrupt, debase, or make im- 
pure by an admixture of a foreign or a baser sub- 
stance.” How can it be successfully claimed that be- 
cause the liquid in the bottle offered in evidence did 
not contain extract of vanilla, that it was therefore 
adulterated within the meaning of the statute? 

The circular No. 19 issued by the Secretary of Agri- 
culture was issued long before the enactment of the 
statute under which this proceeding is had, and for 
that reason, if for no other, cannot be considered in 
determining the question of the guilt or innocence of 
the defendant in this case. 

By section 2 of the Act of June 30, 1906, it is made 
an offense to introduce into any State, etc., any food 
or drugs adulterated or misbranded. 

The first count charges that the bottle sent from St. 
Louis to Kansas City contained “adulterated liquid 
extract or flavor.” It also charges that the liquid 
did not contain any extract from the “vanilla bean,” 
but did have a vanilla flavor. 

The court is now asked to say that “Vanilla Extract” 
and “Vanilla Flavor,” as known to the trade, is one 
and the same thing, and that in dealing with the de- 
fendant in this case “extract” and “flavor” are synony- 
mous in meaning, and that, therefore, if the defendant 
shipped a liquid which had the flavor of vanilla it was 
guilty of adulteration of. the extract of Vanilla within 
the meaning of the statute. 

Neither the Secretary of Agriculture nor the public 
generally can change the meaning of the words “extract” 
and “flavor.” Without reference to the dictionaries 
and the definition of the words contained herein, it is 
known that “extract” is one thing and “flavor” another. 

The evidence in this case has failed to convince the 
court that even among dealers the words “extract” 
and “flavor” are considered synonymous terms. 

The information charges that there was an adultera- 
tion of the article, but fails to state in what partic- 
ular and how it was adulterated. It states a conclu- 
sion without making the necessary averments from 
which the conclusion could be fairly reached. 

Section 7 of the act provides that an article shall be 
deemed to be adulterated when, 

“In case of food: 


“First: If it be an imitation of or offered for sale 
under the distinctive name of another article. 

“Second: If it be labeled or branded so as to deceive 
or mislead the purchaser, or purport to be a foreign 
product when not so, or if the contents of the package 
as originally put up shall have been removed in whole 
or in part and other contents shall have been placed 
in such package, or if it fail to bear a statement on the 
label of the quantity. or prepren of any gs 
Opium, cocaine, heroin, alpha or beta eucaine, chloro- 

tm, cannabis, indica, cafe ral hydrate, or acetanilide, 


or any derivative or preparation of any such substances 
contained therein. 


“Third: If in package form, and the contents are 
stated in terms of weight or measure, they are not 
plainly and correctly stated on the outside of the 
package. 

“Fourth: If the package containing it or its label 
shall bear any statement, design or device regarding 
the ingredients or the substances contained therein, 
which statement, design or device shall be false or 
misleading in any particular: provided that any article 
of food which does not contain any added poisonous 
or deleterious ingredients shall not be deemed to be 
adulterated or misbranded, etc.” 

The information fails to charge that the article sold 
and delivered to the grocer in Kansas was mixed 
or packed in such a manner as to reduce or lower or 
injuriously affect its quality or strength, nor does it 
charge that any substance was substituted for the arti- 
cle; nor does it charge that any valuable constituent 
was abstracted; nor does it charge that the article was 
colored in a manner whereby inferiority was concealed; 
nor does it charge that the article contained any added 
poisonous or other deleterious ingredient that would 
render it injurious to health 

It would seem that one or more of these things 
should be specifically charged in the information, and 
that the charge should be made with such particularity 
as to fairly inform the defendant of the act of violation 
complained of, and for which it is to answer. 

The conclusion reached by the court is that the first 
count does not sufficiently charge an offense under the 
statute and that the evidence offered by the Govern- 
ment does not aid the defect. 

The second count is similar in all respects to the 
first, as far as recitals are concerned. 

This count seeks to charge “misbranding” 
section 8 of the act. 

That section is as follows: 

“Section 8. That the term ‘misbranded’ as used here- 
in shall apply to all drugs, or articles of food, or arti- 
cles which enter into the composition of food, the pack- 
age or label of which shall bear any statement, design 
or device regarding such article, or the ingredients or 
substances contained therein, which shall be false or 
misleading in any particular, and to any food or drug 
product which is falsely branded as to the State, Ter- 
ritory or country in which it is manufactured or pro- 
duced.” 

This count charges that the bottles were “mis- 
branded” in violation of the Act of Congress of June 
30, 1906, in this, to wit: 

“That said bottle contained a liquid in which there 
was no extract of vanilla as defined by the said cir- 
cular No. 19 of said Department of Agriculture, and 
by the usages of trade and commerce, and which was 
sold as and for vanilla flavor or vanilla extract, as 
these terms are understood in trade and commerce, 
but which was in fact an imitation thereof and a sub- 
stitute therefor, and the contents of which bottle was 
artificially colored to make it resemble vanilla extract 
of the standard established by the Secretary of Agri- 
culture, and the usages of trade and commerce, and the 
science of food chemistry, whereby its inferiority was 
concealed, and was labeled as above set out to deceive 
and mislead the purchaser.” 

It will thus be seen that this count does not follow 
the words of the statute in charging the offense, but 
repeats the facts contained in the first count. 

The charge in this, as in the first count, should be 
specific enough to fairly inform the defendant of the 
charge it is to meet. In my opinion this count is in- 
sufficient. 

There is nothing left for the court to do under this 
information but to direct the jury to return a verdict 
for the defendant in this case of not guilty.

FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE AND MARKET REPORT q 











BULGARIA. 


KAZANLIK.—The distillation of roses commenced in cer- 
tain districts (where it is generally warmer) about the 17th 
of May and in all of the other districts on or about the 
24th. At the start of the crop we had very little rain and 
the weather was very unfavorable for a good yield of otto. 
Hardly five days passed, however, when we had abundant 
rain,’ which is very desirable as it develops the rose buds 
and increases the yield. Although the crop is far from 
being finished we can safely state that the oil this year will 
be very good and cheaper than last year. When the crop 
is finished we will give you detailed information concern- 
ing the various districts and the quantity produced in each. 
Meanwhile the market here is very firm as there is very 
little otto left from last year, the United States having 
sent in very large orders fearing a 25 per cent. duty. 


ENGLAND. 


Lonpon.—The Seventh International Congress of Applied 
Chemistry was held here at the Imperial Institute, South 
Kensington, S. W., from May 27 to June 2. The Congress 
was opened by H. R. H. the Prince of Wales at the Royal 
Albert Hall. Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, leader of the U. S. A. 
delegates, spoke of the great influence of chemistry on agri- 
culture. The delegates from the U. S. A. were: Dr. Harvey 
W. Wiley, Dr. L. H. Baekeland, New York; Dr. Charles 
Baskerville, New York; Dr. Frank W. Clarke, Dr. Aller- 
ton S. Cushman, Dr. W. L. Dudley, Tennessee; Dr. Morris 
Loeb, New York; Dr. William H. Nichols, New York; Dr. 
Albert Plaut, New York; Dr. Maximilian Toch, New 
York; Mr. David P. Day. 

Among the scientific papers read were the following, 
copies of which I shall shortly send you: “Essential Oil In- 
dustry,” by P. P. Phillips; “Birch Oil Industry in the 
United States,” by E. Hart; “Linalol and Grasse Pepper- 
mint Essences,” by J. Dupont; “Notes on the Manufacture 
of Soap and Glycerine,” by J. W. Loveland; Tunisian Olive 
Oils,” by E. Bertainchand; “Chrysalis Oil and Mottled 
Soap,” by S. Fachini. 

Prof. Ira Remsen was elected president for the ensuing 
term. Hon. Whitelaw Reid, United States Ambassador, 
conveyed an invitation from President Taft inviting the 
conference to America in 1912. This proposal was sup- 
ported by Dr. Wiley and Prof. Mendola, the retiring presi- 
dent, and accepted by the meeting.

FRANCE. 


GRASSE AND CANNES.—The gathering of rose and orange 
crops began about May 15. The crop has not come up to 
expectations. Considerable damage was caused by frost, 
which occurred on the 3d and 4th of May, and this caused 
the loss of the entire crop in some sections. 


The drought which followed prevented the formation of 


~~ | 
the buds that come in the second blossoming. Even should 
rain follow, it will not serve to save the crop as the season 
is too far advanced. The same can be said in regard to 
the orange crop. 

We can’t say just what has caused this, but the effects 
will be to reduce the crop considerably. As a cx ynsequence 
the price of flowers has risen and it is possible that neroli 
and French oil rose will be higher in price this vear. 

Concerning the orange flower crop in particular I may 
say that in the spring the outlook was not favorable and 
one would hardly expect the situation to improve. The 
frost of the month of February, so disastrous to the 
violets, did not save the young shoots and buds of the 
orange trees. The flowering was very late, as predicted. 
Still later after the unfavorable weather of the first few 
days of May, infense warm weather about the 15th of 
the month hastened the gathering of the crop, which had 
been very late until then. It has been stated at Vallauris 
that daily deliveries amounted to nearly 100,000 kilos, 
which was unusual. However, during the latter week of 
the month, due to the mistral (violent wind) a great part 
of the flowers in bloom became detached from the stems 
and from that moment on the crop was of course even less 
abundant and the price of raw material advanced in notable 
proportion. 

The Co-operative Society of Vallauris, who control 
nearly the total amount of flowers, fixed the following 
prices : 

15,000 kilos 1 fr. 50 per kilo 
15,000 to 50,000 kilos.................... 1 fr. 40 per kilo 
Over 50,000 kilos 1 fr. 35 per kilo 

These conditions are only just, the situation considered, 
and strictly equitable, when one remembers that the first 
flowers delivered gave but a small proportion of oil, and 
in order to close a large contract, say 50,000 kilos of flowers, 
it would be necessary to commence distilling when the 
flowers begin to bloom. On the other hand the small dis- 
tiller has a high average of cost, receiving the orange 
flowers during the middle of the crop. Those belonging to 
the non-affiliated growers and those not under agreement 
with manufacturers of raw materials, find buyers at 1 ff. 
60 per kilo. The crop is about finished and the Italians em- 
ployed by the various orange flower growers have com- 
menced to return to Vintimille.
